Charleston contest called off, on the 
grounds th a t it was indecent. 
Officer Cluck further stated th a t he 
had been instructed to be present when 
the “c o n te s t’ was held and th at, if it 
was 
conducted 
as 
planned, 
he 
was to go upon the “ floor” or ra th e r 
the center of the space roped off for 
dancing and halt the frolic. 
M anager Barbehenn, fa r from w ish­ 
ing to incur the ire of the chief e x ­ 
ecutive of the borough, announced at 
the proper time that the contest would 
be for the “old fashioned w altzers,” 
instead of the “Charleston contest,” 
and under such terminology it was 
danced, and under the eye of Officer 
Cluck.

stealing may be a thing of the past 
in the West, but the police 
of 
this 
city have just discovered that it was 
being conducted on a broad scale here 
for some time almost within a stone’s 
throw of the North Scranton police 
precinct. 
In that section of the city known as 
the North End, where there are large 
green fields and w'here 
the mining 
folks have cows from which they get 
their milk daily, the bovines were dis­ 
appearing mysteriously and the own­ 
ers could find no trace of them. 
The 
cows were not molested while they 
graced in the fields, but after they 
had been locked in their barns for the 
night something

so they 
were not there in the morning when 
their owners went to turn them loose 
to pasture.

A barn near Harney was destroyed 


by fire, a chimney on the home of

storm which centered over

Unique in the United States, the 
Rusch School of 
Fox 
Breeding, 
at 
Chestnut Grove, near North East, has 
opensd its second season. 
Born of the 
need 
for 
experienced 
men

rapidly growing fox raising industry, 
the school was founded l<\st year by 
L. E. Rusch. 
It is said to be the only 
institution of its kind in this country. 
This year 25 students enrolled, from 
various parts of the country.

of the students are sent to the school 
by fox owners to learn new methods 
of fox breeding.

Tomahawk Believed To 


Be Officers Weapon 


Lock Haven, Pa., July 26.—A steel 


tomahawk which may have swung at 
the belt of a colonial scout in a battle 
with the Indians near here 144 years 
ago has come into the possession of 
Dr. T. B. Stewart, of Lock Haven, 
collector of Indian and Colonial relics. 


The weapon was found 
on 
the 


grounds of the Clinton Country Club, 
near the site of the famous engage- 
ment with the Indians on April 1G, 
1782, when Lieutenant Mosses Van 
Campen was captured. 


The tomahawk is 672 inches long, 


1% inches wide at the cutting edge 
and one-eighth of an inch thick. Ap- 
parently it was an officer's tomahawk, 
for its unusual lightness and thinness 
made it unlikely that it belonged to 
an Indian. 
Dr. Stewart is of the 


opinion the tomahawk may have be- 
longed to Van Campen himself. 


The fight in which Van Campen was 


captured took place near the present 
golf course here and numerous other 
small relics have been found around 
the site. 
There were 20 
or 
25 


colonial soldiers in command of the 
lieutenant. 
The party was attack- 


ed by So Indians, who killed nine of 
Van Tampon's party and captured the 
rest, except for three who escaped.
